THE  FOUNDER  CAMPS  COME  OF  AGE 


This  is  the  twenty-first  season  of  the  Founder  Camps.  During  these  twenty  years 
more  than  twelve  thousand  young  people  and  leaders  have  reoeived  training  for 
leadership  in  the  various  camps  conducted  by  the  Founder  group. 

With  but  few  exceptions,  every  state  in  the  United  States  and  every  province  of 
Canada  has  been  represented  in  the  camp-conferences. 

Scarcely  a  Christian  denomination  can  be  named  that  has  not  had  representatives 
in  the  Founder  Camps.

Boy  Scout  and  Four-H 
Club  leaders  .....  in  fact,  scarcely  a  vocation  or  life  calling  can  be  named 
that  does  not  have  in  it  a  generous  quota  of  leaders  who  have  had  training  in 
the  Founder  Christian  Leadership  Training  Camps. 

It  is  wholly  impossible  to  measure  the  extent  or  estimate  the  results  of  the 
leadership  and  service  of  this  great  army  of  youth  and  youth  leaders  in  the 
affairs  of  the  home,  church,  community,  state,  the  nation,  and  we  may  well  add 
the  world,  for  Founders  today  are  living  on  all  parts  of  the  globe.

broadened  the  scope  of  the  Founder  training  camps  during  the  more  recent  years. 
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Steadily  and  with  unswerving  purpose  the  whole  Founder  enterprise  has  made  its 
impress  on  the  lives  of  countless  thousands  of  people,  both  in  the  camps  and  in 
the  year-round  service  of  the  Foundation, 

The  Founder  Fellowship  has  grown  from  the  small  band  of  leaders  and  campers  who 
trained  together  in  the  pioneer  camps  of  1914,  to  a  large  army  of  purposeful 
Christian  men  and  women  who  firmly  believe  that  life  can  only  be  lived  at  its 
best  when  it  is  lived  in  harmony  with  His  Way, 

If  you  have  been  in  any  of  the  Founder  Camps  you  are  a  member  of  the  Founder 
Fellowship  -  once  a  Founder,  always  a  Founder.  Though  you  may  be  far  removed 
from  the  days  when  you  Were  in  the  camps,  the  Fellowship  still  claims  you  and 
offers  you  the  warmth  of  its  friendly  cirole.

Fellowship.

THE  MERROWVISTA  DIVISION  OF  THE  AMERICAN  YOUTH  FOUNDATION 
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At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to 
effect  the  organization  of  the  Merrowvista  Division  of  The  American  Youth  Founda¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Alfred  H.  Avery,  Vice-President  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation,  Incorpo¬ 
rated,  was  elected  President  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation  of  New  Hampshire. 

Plans  for  the  New  England  work  were  presented  and  approved,  and  Mr.  Avery  was 
authorized  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  organization  of  this  new  department  of 

work  in  The  American  Youth  Foundation. 

Mr.  Herbert  C.  Mayer  (Kicica)  who  has  been 
actively  identified  with  the  Founder  Camps  since 
the  beginning  of  the  camp-conference  movement, 
and  who  since  1920  has  served  almost  continuously 
as  Director  of  the  New  England  camps,  has  been 
elected  to  the  staff  of  the  Foundation  to  serve 
as  the  executive  officer  of  the  Merrowvista 
Division. 


A  complete  organization  for  promotional  purposes 
is  rapidly  being  effected.  This  organization  will  consist  of  a  general  Merrow¬ 
vista  Division  Advisory  Council  of  fifteen  prominent  men  and  women;  an  Executive 
Committee  of  Seven  men  to  actively  promote  the  work;  regional  or  zone  leaders 
who  will  be  responsible  for  designated  field  areas;  and  finally,  local  leaders 
who  will  promote  the  work  in  local  communities. 

A  quota  of  175  girls  and  125  boys  has  been  set  for  the  1934  camps,  and  the  entire 
Merrowvista  Division  organization,  backed  by  the  American  Youth  Foundation  office, 
is  hard  at  work  to  achieve  these  goals. 

The  organization  of  the  Merrowvista  Division  was  begun  six  years  ago  when  action 
was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  looking  to  a  more  intensive  development  of 
our  work  in  New  England  and  the  Eastern  states.  With  everyone  in  the  territory 
served  by  the  Merrowvista  Division  putting  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and 
under  the  spirited  leadership  of  Mr.  Avery  and  Kicica,  it  is  expected  that  the 
Older  Boys*  and  Girls’  Camps  at  Camp  Merrowvista  will  register  at  least  one  hun¬ 
dred  more  oampers  than  the  total  enrollment  of  the  1933  camps.
